ALIGNMENTS 


The Los Angeles District Corps 
of Engineers is conducting sur¬ 
veys in the Sierra Madre area 
to determine the best align¬ 
ment for the two channels run¬ 
ning from Bailey and from Au¬ 
burn and Carter canyons to the 
Arcadia Wash. 

A high priority program 
schedule of the Corps of Engi¬ 
neers calls for construction this 
summer of debris basins in 
those canyons, the largest to 
be one of 120,000 cubic yards 
capacity in Bailey Canyon. The 
basins in Carter and Auburn 
canyons will be of 22,000 and 
32,000 cubic yard capacity, re¬ 
spectively. 

Construction of the channels, 
however, is not expected to be 
initiated until additional funds 
are made available by Con¬ 
gress, probably after July 1, 
1955, according to Col. Arthur 
II. Frye, district engineer. 

The channel surveys, now un¬ 
derway, he explains, will b e 
used in designing improve¬ 
ments for the channels so as to 
provide adequate capacity for 
the mountain run-off waters. 

“In selecting such final align¬ 
ment,” Col. Frye states, "the 
Corps of Engineers, as a matter 
of course, avoids dislocation of 
homos and other improved 
properties insofar as is prac¬ 
tical, economically and engi¬ 
neering-wise.” 

He said that no definite align¬ 
ment has been established as 
yet. All of the work is being 
coordinated with the Los An¬ 
geles County Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict.

While plans were not com¬ 
plete by yesterday as to speak¬ 
ers for the rites at the ceme¬ 
tery, it was established that the 
parade would form for the 
march to the cemetery between 
9 and 9:30 a.m., Monday, at the 
City Park. Invited to partici¬ 
pate are Boy and Girl Scout 
patrols or troops, members of 
veteran organizations and aux¬ 
iliaries, school children, other 
organizations — anyone who 
wishes, according to Marsh. 

At the cemetery a salute in 
honor of servicemen will be 
fired by National Guardsmen of 
Sierra Madre’s Heavy Mortar 
company of the 223rd Infantry 
Regiment. 

Following the observance at 
the cemetery there will be ice 
cream for the children. 


The City Council session Tuesday night, which started out 
smoothly with swift action on a streamlined agenda, later devel¬ 
oped into a lively discussion which reflected some division of 
opinion on the board itself and a probing interest on the part of 
some folks in the audience. 

While a prolonged discussion 
of water system development 
issues was nothing new, a prop¬ 
erty owner in the audience did 
introduce a new and unsched¬ 
uled subject when he queried 
the council on its plans for fill¬ 
ing the council vacancy created 
by Paul N. Carter’s resignation. 
Divided on Two Counts 
The division of opinion in the 
council was vividly apparent 
when approval of the Gordon 
Whitnall contract was carried 
over Pratt’s “No” vote and 
when action on Pratt’s motion 
to adopt weekly council meet* 
ings died for lack of a second. 
While other members of the 
council did not commit them¬ 
selves orf the council appoint¬ 
ment, Pratt said he “went 
along” with the citizen-com¬ 
mentators’ expressions that the 
appointment should go to the 
councilmanic candidate next in 
line in the April 13 municipal 
election. 

The Whitnall contract drawn 
by the City attorney covers the 
nine-month services, at a fee of 
$3000, of the firm of planning 
consultants to devise a modern, 
master zoning plan for Sierra 
Madre. In speaking on the 
twice deferred Whitnall matter, 
Councilman Roberts said: 
Architect Comes First 
“It seems to me we should 
have an architect before we 
build a house and I move the 
contract be accepted.” 

Pratt repeated his protests of 
two weeks ago: 

“I still feel we are stepping 
too fast. I don’t think our prob¬ 
lem can be cured in nine 
months — and the consultants 
don’t think so either.” He ad¬ 
vocates a preliminary advisory 
agreement with the consultants 
for “necessary spade work” be¬ 
fore entering into a contract. 

Councilman James comment¬ 
ed: “The Planning Commission 
has asked repeatedly for tech¬ 
nical advice. If we’re going to 
do anything, I think we should 
back them up now with the 
tools they need to work with. 
Admittedly this comes late—we 
should have had this 20 years 
ago.” 

Asks Weekly Meetings 

Deploring the two-week open 
span between council meetings, 
lengthy agendas and pre-coun¬ 
cil committee meetings, Pratt 
said: “I think we are driving 
business out of Sierra Madre 
and holding up construction 
(by infrequent action). I think 
the Planning Commission 
should meet twice a month, 
and the council every week.” 
His motion was not seconded. 

Councilmen Roberts and 
James and Mayor Louk ex¬ 
pressed the like opinions that 
shorter agendas (allowing more 
time for oral communications) 
would serve the same purpose 
and they proposed a trial of 
that system before a final de¬ 
cision. 

It was pointed out that the 
new city administrator is work¬ 
ing toward that end by elimi¬ 
nation of some administrative 
items from agendas. 

Doesn't "Feel Strongly" 
Roberts said he didn’t “feel 
strongly either way,” that he 
did feel there were times dur¬ 
ing the winter emergencies 
when the council should have 
met twice a week — and did 
oftener as a committee. 

He also emphasized that 
“while there has been no fan¬ 
fare about it,” the committee-

Those who deplore the pass¬ 
ing from the local scene of 
landmark heritages might well 
turn their appeals and atten¬ 
tion toward improving the ap¬ 
pearance of the cemetery which 
dates back to the 1880's and 
where some of the town's pio¬ 
neers lie at rest 

In the absence of a cemetery 
association, the City year after 
year has done a quick clean-up 
job occasionally. Again this 
year City forces have made the 
cemetery look more orderly lor 
Memorial Day. 

But there are all the days be¬ 
tween Memorial Days when the 
rank and bosky view of the 
cemetery as seen from the 
main boulevard has caused 
out-of-town passersby to ask. 
“WHY doesn't Sierra Madre do 
something about that nice lit¬ 
tle graveyard?" And at least 
one persistent local resident, 
his eye for beauty and order 
outraged, suggests that "some¬ 
one" provide shrubbery across 
the boulevard side to screen the 
rampant weeds and tumbled 
markers from the main thoro- 
fare. 

Families still residing in Si¬ 
erra Madre who have plots in 
the cemetery might form the 
nucleus of a group dedicated 
to bettering the general appear¬ 
ance of the site. Councilman 
Paul N. Carter, grandson of the 
City's founder, has started the 
ball rolling with a pledge of 
S10 and also suggested that the 
Coordinating Council might 
make some recommendations. 

And if someone would assume 
responsibility for the billing, 
the cemetery water pipes will 
be turned on again — perma¬ 
nently!
